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JAIL FOR BETTING 
SHOP RAIDERS

TWO gun-toting bandits who car¬ 
ried out a string of armed rob¬ 
beries on betting shops have been 
jailed for a total of 20 years. 

The masked duo brought terror to 
bookmakers in Haringey and neighbour¬ 
ing Enfield last summer after threaten¬ 
ing staff at gunpoint. 

David Navarro, 25, of Handsworth 
Road, Tottenham, and David Dixon, 
also 25, of Philip Lane, Tottenham, were 
each sentenced to 10-year jail terms at 
the Old Bailey on Wednesday last week, 
having been convicted of possession of a 
firearm and conspiracy to rob at their 
trial in February. 

The two first struck at William Hill 
bookmakers, in Durants Road, Ponders 
End, Enfield, shortly after 7pm on July 


26 and escaped with £200. Witnesses 
had noticed a silver coloured Audi A3 
car in the area before and after the rob¬ 
bery, which was their getaway vehicle. 

A few weeks later, just after 8pm on 
August 31, they held up Ladbrokes bet¬ 
ting shop in Great Cambridge Road in 
Tottenham, but fled empty-handed after 
quick-thinking staff activated the alarm. 

A silver-coloured Audi A3 car was 
also seen in the area, matching the 
description of the vehicle spotted at the 
previous robbery. 

The following morning, at 11.15am on 
September 1, they struck at another Lad¬ 
brokes in Philip Lane, Tottenham, flee¬ 
ing with £200 after demanding money at 
gunpoint from the cashier. 

CCTV showed the masked pair getting 
into a silver-coloured Audi 3. 

Their luck ran out six days later when 
police were alerted to two men behaving 


suspiciously in a silver-coloured Audi 
A3 outside a betting shop in Hermitage 
Road, Harringay. 

Inside, Navarro and Dixon were 
changing their clothes and putting on 
gloves so as not to leave fingerprints. 

Police found them sitting in the 
back of the car wearing multiple layers 
of clothing. 

During a search of the vehicle, they 
found an imitation firearm. 

Speaking after sentencing, Detective 
Constable Nick Larkey, from the Met 
Police’s Flying Squad, said: “I am 
pleased with these sentences and hope 
that they will serve as a deterrent. 

“The effects of becoming a victim 
of crime run far deeper than a loss 
of cash or property and I hope that 
the convictions bring a measure of 
comfort to the staff threatened by 
Navarro and Dixon.”

Firefighters douse 
flames at bakery 

FLAMES ripped through a bakery on 
a Tottenham industrial estate at the 
weekend, leaving the premises an unsafe 
blackened ruin. 

The roof of the single-storey building, in 
West Mews, Northumberland Park, buckled 
and collapsed under the intense heat as 
more than 70 firefighters tackled the inferno 
on Saturday night and in the early hours 
of Sunday. 

Four people had to be led from a nearby 
smoke-filled property. 

The fire crews used jets to keep the 
heat from igniting a 2,000-litre diesel fuel 
tank nearby. 

The Hollyland bakery produces pitta bread 
and patisseries which it distributes to small 
retail outlets as well as supermarket chains 
Tesco and Asda. 

Its website says it employs 22 staff. 

Tottenham fire station manager: Ian 
Frame said: “Crews were confronted with 
a large fire when they arrived and worked 
hard to confine it to the bakery and stop 
it from spreading to any neighbouring 
factory units. 

“There was some fuel stored on site, but 
crews isolated the supply and it was not 
involved in the fire. Thankfully, there were 
no injuries.” 

The cause of the fire is being investigated.

INTIMIDATING behaviour, van¬ 
dalism and rough sleepers are just 
some of problems plaguing a group 
of residents in Edmonton Green. 

Geary Court residents are “scared 
to death” by the gangs of youths 
who have got past the external door 
and set up home - armed with mat¬ 
tresses and chairs - on the landings 
of the sixth and seventh floors. 

The youths congregate outside 
flats, smoking drugs, and intimidat¬ 
ing anyone who challenges them, 
according to midwife Maria Petrou. 

She is one of several key workers 
who bought her flat and moved into 
the L&Q Charitable Housing Asso¬ 
ciation block eight years ago. 

She has been complaining to the 
association, her landlord, for years, 
but she claims her pleas have fallen 
on deaf ears. 

Over the past month, the number 
of people and the problems have 
escalated as word spreads. 

Maria, 34, works as a midwife at 
the Royal London Hospital, in 
Whitechapel, east London. 

She said: “There have always 
been gangs hanging about on the 
stairs, smoking weed, but now it’s 
got a lot worse. 

“They have moved on to the land-

ings so they are literally outside our 
door sleeping rough. There’s van¬ 
dalism, used condoms, burn marks 
on the carpets. It’s absolutely terri¬ 
fying. We have tried to get them to 
leave, but we are all scared of con¬ 
fronting them. 

“Last year a 5 3-year-old man 
[Christopher Barry, as reported in 
the Advertiser] was stabbed to 
death by a 13-year-old in the next 
block because he asked him to 
leave. People are really fed up.” 

One of the external doors is oper¬ 
ated with a fob card, but can be 
opened from the inside and propped 
open. The other can be accessed via 
the flats’ bins outside. 

Maria’s partner Antonis Mikelis, 
33, a music teacher, said word 
seems to be spreading about the 
“warm, indoor place, with carpets, 
to sleep”. 

He said: “It is so bad now that 
people are literally outside the door 
to our flat. I am going out of the flat 
every hour to check that there isn’t 
a fire started, or worse. We are liv¬ 
ing in fear.” 

An L&Q spokesperson said: “We 
are aware of the issues at Geary 
Court and are working hard with 
residents, the council and local 
police to address them. 

“Since we began managing the 
block in 2014 we have taken

numerous measures and are in the 
process of taking action against a 
number of responsible individuals. 
We appreciate the concerns of 
Geary Court’s residents and are 
grateful for their ongoing coopera¬ 
tion and patience as we work with 
them and our partners at the council 
and police to resolve the issue.”

IT’S not a sight you often see - but 
the mayor of Enfield will be

bid to raise thousands to help 
dementia patients. 

Patricia Ekechi will don her robes 
and set up camp in a garden at 
Chase Farm Hospital, which stands 
inside two long glass windows, that 
travel the length of the Highlands 
Wing corridor. 

The mayor will be able to be 
viewed by passers-by who she hopes 
will donate to her justgiving page 
and help her reach her £5,000 target. 

The money raised will go towards 
a £250,000 project to redevelop 
the garden space as a therapeutic, 
sensory street scene for dementia 
patients, designed to provoke 
memory recall and provide a stimu¬ 
lating environment. 

Ms Ekechi, said: “I am deter¬ 
mined to do all I can to raise a con¬ 
siderable sum. I plan to remain in 
the garden at a desk where I can 
make and receive calls from my 
mobile phone and ipad. 

“Dementia does not get enough 
recognition and I hope by taking 
part in this ‘lock-in’ more people 
will take notice and give what 
they can. 


“I will be locked in until I reach 
my target. Help me!” 

The Chase Farm Charity is trying 
to raise £120,000 to redevelop this 
garden and another stroke and neuro 
rehabilitation garden for patients 
within the hospital, in The Ridge¬ 
way, Enfield. 

They have raised just over half of 
the money to complete the gardens, 
which are due to be finished in the 
next few months. 

The dementia garden has been 
designed with support from patients 
and their families. It includes a 
street with shop fronts, street lamps 
and individual front gardens. 

Chase Farm’s community 
fundraiser Savita Tailor, said: “We 
are delighted the mayor has chosen 
to support the redevelopment of our 
dementia garden. 

“Dementia is a long-term condi¬ 
tion which has a high impact on a 
person’s health, personal circum¬ 
stances and family life. A number of 
studies have shown the benefits of 
therapeutic gardens and horticultural 
activities for patients with dementia. 

“I will make sure she is fed and 
watered, but other than that she will 
be remaining locked in.” 

The lock-in is taking place on 
Friday, April 15.

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Stay of execution 
for children’s unit 


following criticism

COUNCIL health chiefs have taken Enfield’s clin¬ 
ical commissioning group to task for trying to 
plough ahead with plans to close a children’s ward. 

The Advertiser has seen an exchange of letters 
between Abdul Abdullahi, the chairman of 
Enfield Council’s Health Scrutiny Workstream, 
and Dr Mo Abedi, the CCG’s chairman. 

The letters concern the proposed closure of the 
paediatric assessment unit at Chase Farm Hospi¬ 
tal, in The Ridgeway, Enfield, which the CCG has 
said treats just two children a day. 

At a meeting of the council’s health scrutiny 
committee last month, Dr Abedi told councillors 
that due to financial pressures, funding would be 
withdrawn from the unit, meaning it would have 
to be closed on April 1. 


The announcement was met with shock by both 
the MP for Enfield North Joan Ryan and com¬ 
mittee members, who revealed that the first they 
had heard of the plan was at the meeting. 

After writing to Dr Abedi, Mr Abdullahi was 
able to obtain a series of concessions over the 
unit’s future. 

In his letter to Dr Abedi, Mr Abdullahi, an 
Edmonton Green ward councillor, makes it clear 
that he and the other members of the committee 
were shocked by the CCG’s unilateral actions. 

“The presentation (on the plans to close the 
unit) stated that attendances at the PAU have been 
consistently low, but we were not informed of 
how this compares to other, similar units in 
neighbouring hospitals,” said Mr Abdullahi. 

“It would appear that demand for the service 
exists and is evidenced by the high numbers of 
children attending A&E.” 



Mr Abdullahi added: “The health panel opposes 
the substantial variation of this service until the 
outcome of the urgent care review is known.” 

In his response, Dr Abedi conceded that in 
future there would be “more informal discussion” 
with the committee about potential changes to 
services commissioned by the CCG. 

He added: “I apologise that this was not done 
effectively enough around the proposed changes 
to the PAU at Chase Farm Hospital.” 

The letter, dated April 1, confirmed that the 


CCG was finalising a consultation document 
which members of the public would be able to 
complete to give their views on how the closure 
of the unit would make an impact on them. 

Mr Abdullahi told the Advertiser he was glad 
the CCG had formally said it would not go ahead 
with the initial plans to close the unit. 

He added: “I am glad that the CCG has decided 
not to implement the change on April 1 as they 
planned before but rather to conduct a public con¬ 
sultation on the future of the PAU.”

Shoplifters target 
meat stocks with 
spate of robberies

THE manager of a supermarket has admitted that 
thieves have been making a habit of looting fresh 
meat from the store’s shelves. 

Hasan Imam, from the Co-operative supermar¬ 
ket, in Lancaster Road, Enfield, says that thieves 
frequently make off with shelves of meat prod¬ 
ucts to re-sell on the black market. 

A resident who lives in Armfield Road, next to 
the supermarket, told the Advertiser that last 
Tuesday every piece of packaged, refrigerated 
meat lining the chiller cabinets had been taken by 
shoplifters in a single raid - and only two pack¬ 
ets of beef mince were left on the shelves. 

The chiller cabinets are located near the 
entrance, while the tills are at the other end of 
the store. 

“It is not just last Tuesday,” said Mr Imam. “It 
is quite random, but we do get a lot of shoplifters. 
They sometimes take as much as £40 or £50 of 
meat at a time. 

“We have a policy that our staff do not put 
themselves in danger by chasing them or by 
physically restraining them.” 

He said that in a bid to combat the thieves staff 
are encouraged to limit the amount of stock they 
have on the shelves at any one time and try 
and keep an eye on people they recognise as 
repeat offenders. 

A Co-operative spokesman said: “We work 
closely with police when shoplifting takes place 
at our stores and we always seek to prosecute 
anyone found guilty of stealing from us. 

“We do not discuss security procedures in 
order to protect our staff and customers.”

This is an unpleasant taste of things to come

This is not only about one rogue 
player who behaved badly, but a club 
that seemingly did not have child 
protection priorities embedded into 
its culture.

Antoinette's in the running to design 90th birthday treat

A CREATIVE cake maker is in the running to 
whip up an upmarket supermarket’s homage to 
the Queen’s big birthday later this month. 

Waitrose asked bakers from across the UK to 
submit their designs for a special commemora¬ 
tive cake they will stock to mark the Queen’s 
90th birthday. 

Cake decoration and patisserie expert 
Antoinette Satchell, 55, of Eaton Park Road, 
Palmers Green, spotted the call-out to entrants on 
the supermarket’s website. 

Taken with the idea of creating a regal-themed 
cake design, she whipped up her vision and 
asked her photographer daughter, Lucy, 28, to 
take a picture to send to Waitrose.

“I grew up in Victoria and the bus to school 
used to go past Buckingham Palace every morn¬ 
ing,” Antoinette told the Advertiser.

Designing show-topping birthday cakes is sec¬ 
ond nature to Antoinette, who kicked off her 
catering career 27 years ago when she made her 
first cake - to mark her daughter’s first birthday. 

From that day she caught the baking bug and 
has never looked back.

picking up a raft of qualifications as well as a 
City and Guilds in patisserie. 

“It was doing that qualification that made 
me realise I had a talent for manipulating sugar,” 
she revealed. 

After sailing through college she landed a job 
as an assistant chef at Le Faux Pas, a French 
restaurant in Southgate. 

She then she worked for a catering company 
before setting up her own business, the Salon 
Glace, in 2006, specialising in cake decorations. 

“I am thrilled to have made it this far in the 
competition, it is really exciting,” she added. 

The winning design will be announced on 
April 20, the day before the Queen’s birthday, 
and will then go on sale for £10.

Concern over online 
council tax payments 


Resident reveals bank account fears

A PUSH to increase the number of 
residents paying their council tax 
online has been criticised after a 
series of technical glitches left peo¬ 
ple’s bank details exposed. 

Enfield Council is urging resi¬ 
dents to sign up to Enfield Con¬ 
nected and pay their council tax by 
direct debit - even offering a cash 
incentive of £5,000 to one lucky 
winner entered into a prize draw. 

But the glitches in the system have 
meant that data protection issues 
have been breached, leaving private 
details exposed. 

Enfield resident Ruth Vrachimis 
told the Advertiser. “I set up my 
account, verified it through my 
email and then put in a request to set 
up a direct debit for my council tax. 

“On submission of the request, I 


the system were being addressed as a 
matter of urgency”. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Despite a few minor issues, Enfield 
Connected is a superb mechanism 
for residents to pay bills, find out 
what is going on in their communi¬ 
ties and report issues online, and I 
would thoroughly recommend resi¬ 
dents sign up. 

“We understand that with the 
roll-out of any software there will be 
a few glitches. We take these seri¬ 
ously and expect them to be resolved 
very soon.” 

Enfield has a high rate of people 
paying its council tax - more than 
98 per cent. 

Achilleas Georgiou, the council’s 
deputy leader, said: “So far 23,032 
people have signed up to Enfield 
Connected and since the £5,000 
prize draw 1,062 people have signed 
up to pay their council tax by

was taken to someone else’s account. 
I could see all her bank details, what 
she owed.” 

The local authority said that by 
encouraging council tax payers to 
sign up for direct debit meant sav¬ 
ings could be made elsewhere and 
stressed that “minor issues within 


direct debit. 

“The £5,000 prize is being funded 
by the council. The savings made by 
collecting council tax and business 
rates by direct debit and also encour¬ 
aging residents and businesses to use 
their Enfield Connected account far 
outweighs the prize incentive.”

Planning decision 
delayed following 
last-minute letter

RESIDENTS battling to protect a conservation 
area are “hopeful” after they were granted a tem¬ 
porary reprieve at the 11th hour. 

Planning officers had recommended that 
councillors give the go-ahead to build a four- 
bedroom house on a small patch of garden in 
Walsingham Road, which backs on to Essex 
Road, in Enfield Town. 

More than 80 per cent of the plot of land falls 
within the town conservation area. 

But just hours before the planning meeting a 
letter of objection was received, prompting the 
temporary reprieve. 

Planning committee chairman Toby Simon 
said: “A detailed letter raising objections to the 
officers’ report was received by the council less 
than two-and-a-half hours before the start of the 
planning committee on March 22. 

“As there was clearly inadequate time to con¬ 
sider their objections the committee reluctantly 
agreed to yet further delay in deciding this appli¬ 
cation, which is now due to be discussed at the 
planning committee on April 26.” 

Speaking after the meeting, Richard Bemdes, 


47, of Essex Road, said: “Obviously, we are 
really pleased it didn’t get the go-ahead. But 
having said that we don’t know what that means 
for the future. 

“We have been here before and the council 
seems like it’s bending over backwards for this 
development for some reason. 

“It keeps saying that the borough needs more 
affordable housing. But how will a single four- 
bedroom house priced at about £700,000 help 
with the shortage of affordable housing?” 

The saga of the development has been drag¬ 
ging on since 2010 when developers first sub¬ 
mitted a planning application to the council. 

The initial application was rejected. 

However, in 2014, the developers submitted a 
second application and were successful. 

Essex Road residents were so incensed by the 
decision that they brought a judicial review 
against the local authority. 

And in February 2015 they were vindicated 
when a High Court judge upheld every aspect of 
their grievance, ordered the council to pay all the 
costs of the claimants’ case and quashed the 2014 
decision to grant planning permission. 

The developers submitted a tweaked applica¬ 
tion at the end of last year.

Ray’s got sax appeal

SWING king Ray Gelato is set to make 
it a memorable first birthday for 
Enfield’s Black Bam on Saturday. 

It’s a year to the day since the venue, 
in a converted bam, in Forty Hall, Forty 
Hill, Enfield, opened and to attract an 
acclaimed jazz artist of his calibre is a 
measure of how successful its live 
music shows - held every second 
Saturday in the month - have become. 

Who better to get the joint jiving and 
the party pulsating on such an 
auspicious occasion than Gelato, 
dubbed the Godfather of Swing, and his 
jazz quartet. 

The Londoner (real name Ray Keith 
Irwin) is the son of an Italian-American 
Gl and looks and sounds like a 
throwback to 1950s’ Big Band swing era. 

Now 55, the singer and tenor 
saxophonist has been performing his 
style of swing for more than 30 years. 

His repertoire of up-tempo jazz and 
swing standards, from Count Basie to 
Louis Armstrong-influenced casino 
trumpeter Louis Prima, together with 
self-penned compositions, has made 
the popular crowd pleaser and 
showman a “must-see” act.

Snow way to make a sequel 



THE HUNTSMAN: WINTER’S WAR 
(12A, 117 mins) 


M IRROR, mirror on the wall, who’s 
the fairest of them all? Alas, not 
Cedric Nicolas-Troyan’s functional 
prequel-cum-sequel to the 2012 fantasy 
Snow White And The Huntsman, which 
promises a yarn that comes long before 
happily ever after. 

The Huntsman: Winter’s War boasts jaw- 
dropping costumes, sets and production 
design, plus special effects-laden action 
sequences awash with rampaging goblins 
and a shape-shifting arch-villainess. 

However, all of the slick, digitally ren¬ 
dered beauty cannot disguise uneven per¬ 
formances and a plodding script by Evan 
Spiliotopoulos and Craig Mazin, which 
cynically melds Hans Christian Andersen’s 
The Snow Oueen and the Brothers Grimm 
to woo audiences, who hanker for a live- 
action version of Frozen. 

Kristen Stewart is noticeably absent as 
Snow White, but appears fleetingly in 
flashback. Chris Hemsworth and Charlize 
Theron reprise their roles as swaggering 
hero and scheming megalomaniac on a 
collision course with destiny. 

If risible regional accents were a crime 
punishable under UK law, Oscar-nomi¬ 
nated actress Jessica Chastain would be 
sentenced to life without parole. 

Her gung-ho attempts at a Scottish burr 
catalyse several moments of unintentional 
hilarity when her acrobatic warrior isn’t 
somersaulting through breathlessly 
orchestrated fight sequences. 

Oueen Ravenna (Theron) rules over her 
realm in the south with a steely glare, 


aided by the magic mirror. Her 
kind-hearted younger sister, Freya (Emily 
Blunt), falls madly in love with the Duke of 
Blackwood (Colin Morgan), who is 
promised to another, and falls pregnant 
with his child. 

Shortly after the birth of a baby girl, the 
Duke torches the infant in its crib, unleash¬ 
ing a wave of grief and fury in Freya that 
transforms her into The Ice Oueen. 

She moves north, establishes her own 
kingdom and kidnaps children from 
nearby villages to mould into an army of 
heartless soldiers. 

“Do not love. It’s a sin... and I shall 


not forgive it,” snarls Freya to her 
trembling charges. Two of her finest war¬ 
riors - Eric (Hemsworth) and Sara (Chas¬ 
tain) - defy this edict as adults and are 
cruelly punished. 

Seven years later (taking us beyond 
the events of the previous film), Snow 
White has vanquished Ravenna, but the 
magic mirror continues to exert a 
malevolent control. 

Eric leads a mission to consign the 
golden adornment to sanctuary, aided by 
dwarf Nion (Nick Frost) and his half-brother 
Gryff (Rob Brydon). 

The Huntsman: Winter’s War barely 


breaks sweat as it warps familiar fairytales 
to facilitate a heavy-handed fable about 
love’s redemptive glow. 

Blunt’s solid portrayal of warped 
motherhood compensates for Theron’s 
campy theatrics that threaten to nudge 
a bloodthirsty conflict into the realms 
of pantomime. 

Hemsworth glowers, Chastain simpers 
and Frost and Brydon provide comic 
relief alongside Sheridan Smith and 
Alexandra Roach as a pair of potty¬ 
mouthed female dwarfs.

Taking the sensible option

F ORGET those fancy European 
brands you think you know. 
When it comes to making a 
solid private purchase, the Hyundai 
i20 is about as sensible as you can 
be - and that’s a good thing. 

Smart, well-equipped, good value 
and offering a slick driving experi¬ 
ence, it’s hard to fault, but that hasn’t 
stopped Hyundai giving the i20 an 
update for 2016. 

Most importantly, it’s now available 
with a brand-new three-cylinder tur¬ 
bocharged petrol engine, in two power 
outputs with impressive claims for 
fuel consumption and performance. 

Equipment upgrades have been 
made across the range while there’s a 
whole new model, too. 

The i20 Active is designed to be a 
compact crossover, with a 20mm 
increase in ride height, unique 
bumpers, roof rails and a rear spoiler. 
The standard i20 is a neat and inof¬ 


fensive piece of design, but in the 
new Active form, there’s a little bit 
more going on. The extra detail in the 
front bumper gives the front end 
some additional presence, as does the 
increased ride height. It’s not as dis¬ 
tinct from its conventional sibling as 
some rival offerings, but it will snare 
some buyers who find the regular 
five-door too conventional. 

Hyundai’s image has also come a 
remarkable way in a matter of years. 
Its badge carries as much weight as 
many European rivals and in cars like 
the i20 and Santa Fe, it is producing 
cars with distinction. 

There’s no sheet metal changes for 
2016, so the i20 keeps its exterior and 
interior dimensions. Those seated up 
front should find it easy to get com¬ 
fortable. Although the seats aren’t 
huge, they offer useful support and 
the low-set dashboard means the 
view out is good. 

While the Active model has sus¬ 
pension raised by 20mm, its effect on 


the i20’s behaviour is minimal. The 
ride quality is good on the vast 
majority of surfaces, with only par¬ 
ticularly poor surfaces creating sig¬ 
nificant intrusion into the cabin. 

What really marks out the 2016 
i20, however, is that new powerplant. 
Three-cylinder turbo engines used to 
be the preserve of Japanese Kei cars, 
but this Hyundai offering is a gem. 

The on-paper performance might 
seem modest, but this belies how 
perky it feels. It will rev quite happily 
without significant engine noise, but 
better still is the generous torque 
which allows you to be lazy with the 
gearshifts and still make good 
progress. Despite that, the official 
figures are impressive with 58.9mpg 
combined and 1 lOg/km of C02, 
while the 120PS version feels no 
quicker on the road. 

Go for the i20 Active model and 
you get 17-inch alloy wheels, LED 
daytime running lights, DAB radio 
and rear parking sensors for £15,225, 


and this comes with the 100PS 1.0- 
litre turbo engine only. The regular 
i20 starts at £10,995 for the S model 
and even this comes with electrically 
adjusted and heated door mirrors, 
height adjustable driver’s seat, reach 
and rake adjustable steering wheel 
and an MP3-compatible stereo with 
USB and auxiliary inputs. The top- 
spec Premium Nav SE with the top 
diesel engine is £17,700, so the i20 is 
impressive value across the range. 

If the i20 Active is big enough to 
suit your lifestyle, then it makes an 
exceptionally strong case as a private 
purchase. It’s excellent value for 
money whatever specification you 
choose, while the Active model not 
only combines the best engine choice 
but also adds in a little more rugged¬ 
ness. It’s an ideal first car while older 
folk will find the raised driving posi¬ 
tion a useful boon, too. There are 
more sparkling drives in the class, but 
for many drivers this is of lesser 
importance than value and equipment.

MAURICIO POCHETTINO insists that 
Tottenham Hotspur can still win the 
Premier League title this season despite a 
disappointing weekend for the club which 
saw them lose more ground on leaders 
Leicester City. 

A goal from Harry Kane was only enough 
to give Spurs a 1-1 draw at Liverpool on 
Saturday and Leicester took full advantage 
of this by beating Southampton 1-0 the fol¬ 
lowing day to move seven points clear at the 
top with just six games remaining. 

But head coach Pochettino feels that 
there is still everything to play for and 
has not given up hope on being crowned 
champions. 

“We dropped two points, but with six 
games left we need to believe and fight,” 
he said. “We showed we are ambitious and 
want to fight for the title. 

“We need to believe because in football 
all can happen. It was difficult to go to 
Anfield and try and win the three points, 
but we were calm and we believe in our 
quality. 

“I think we dropped two points, but 
playing Liverpool at Anfield is never easy. 
We need to feel proud of our players. We 
showed character. In the second half we 
started better but we conceded a goal. The 
way we fought and how we finished the 
game, we need to feel proud of the effort 
and the character we showed. 

“We feel a little bit disappointed for 
dropping two points, but we need belief 
and need to be ready for the next game, 


which will be a tough match against 
Manchester United.” 

And Pochettino was full of praise for the 
exploits of Harry Kane after the striker 
scored his 22nd league goal of the cam¬ 
paign - the highest total for the club in a 
single season during the Premier League 
era. 

He added: “Harry, for me, is one of the 
best strikers in the world. He again showed 
in this match that I am not wrong.” 

Kane expressed his pride at reaching 
the landmark, but his joy at the achieve¬ 
ment was marred by the disappointment 
of Spurs’ failure to win the game. 

“It’s a great achievement and one I’m 
very proud of,” he said. “I got 21 last sea¬ 
son and I’m on 22 now, but there are 
plenty of games left and I’ll be looking to 
get a few more goals and a few more wins 
as well. 

“There was a lot of talk at the start of 
the season that I would be a one-season 
wonder, but I have a lot of self-belief. 
Whenever anyone tells you can’t do some¬ 
thing, or that you’re not as good as you 
think you are, you want to prove them 
wrong. 

“Of course I want to do the best I can for 
myself, but when people are telling me I 
can’t do it, it makes it even better for me 
when I go out there and work hard and do 
what I do and achieve what I achieve. 

“You want to score in every game you 
play in. The goals feel even better when 
you get the three points. It would have been 
nice to go on and win the game. I think it’s 
two points lost - we wanted to put the 
pressure on Leicester.” 



Impressive Skolars seal a spot in semi-finals 


Borough set to avoid the drop 


THE London Skolars produced their 
best performance of the season so far 
to secure a 24-12 victory at Doncaster 
on Sunday and book their place in 
the semi-finals of rugby league’s iPro 
Cup.
